The giant Flying Fortresses and Liberators, accom- 
panied by swarms of R.A.F.,.Canadian and Allied fighter 
planes that probably swelled the raiding formation to 
2,000 planes, broke through the Luftwaffe’s strongest de- 
fence belt to blast and burn the Nazi capital for the second 


time in 48 hours.

But there is no argument in favor of a 


bylaw or a regulation that is not enforced. 

The piles of matches and cigarette 
butts and pipe dottle that accumulate in 
the rear of the street cars are ample 
evidence that no very drastic effort is 
being made to enforce the rule. 

Every time any person is permitted to 
flout the street car smoking bylaw, the 
enforceability of every other bylaw is 
weakened. When one rule is held in con- 
tempt, all rules are held in contempt. 

The Council should do one thing or an- 
other. For the sake of good civic govern- 
ment, this bylaw should be rescinded or 
enforced.

Platform Floodlights 


The homecoming of Edmonton's ser- 
vicemen, who return as casualties from 
overseas, is somewhat marred by the lack 
of adequate light on the platforms of the 
local stations. 

Most of the trains carrying these men 
arrive after nightfall. In the gloom of the 
platforms it is difficult for relatives to 
distinguish the returned servicemen in the 
crowds. It is difficult for the organizations 
that turn out to welcome them to perform 
their functions easily and well. 

Moreover, it is not productive of that 
spirit of encouragement and hope and 
happiness, which should prevail at such 
welcomes, that the men should have to 
step out into a sea of shadows. 

It would not be a costly matter for the 
railway companies to instal a series of 
floodlights so that the returned men, 
coming home io their families, would have 
to pass through at least one patch of 
bright light where they would be easily 
recognized, 

Surely men who have fought to pre- 
serve the light of freedom should not be 
welcomed home in forbidding darkness.

Train Taxi Service 


Quite a number of complaints are heard 
about the taxi service—or lack of it—in 
connection with trains arriving in Edmon- 
ton during the early hours of the morn- 
ing, particularly in connection with the 
early train from Calgary.

Another Bear Trap 


On the third day of their drive south 
from Poland the Russians cut the Odessa- 
Warsaw railway in the rear of the Nazi 
army in the Ukraine, This in itself was a 
feat, for the Hitler generals knew how 
vital that railway was to them, and no 
doubt had taken what they supposed to be 
adequate measures to hold it. 

With anything less than the immense 
manpower reserves of the Red army, this 
Sweep around the rear of the powerful 
enemy forces could set the stage for dis- 
aster to the Russians. To throw a cordon 
around an enemy estimated to be from a 
half million to a million strong is obviously 
a venturesome operation, 

But Berlin reports that the Red spear- 
head comprises 35 divisions of infantry, 
plus artillery brigades and tank brigades 
and mechanized units of all types. Behind 
this striking force, it is safe to assume, 
there are supporting divisions and mech- 
anized brigades in strength sufficient to 
the job. The Russians have not made any 
mistakes in the way of trying to strangle 
an enemy force with insufficient troops. 

The fighting is not over yet, and may 
not be ended for weeks, But if daring and 
hardihood and manpower are to decide the 
issue, Herr Hitler seems to be due to lose 
another Stalingrad army.

Uniformity Needed 


Ontario's minister of labor says the na- 
tional Labor Code will be made to apply to 
all industry in that province, and that the 
48 hour week and holidays with pay will be 
standardized by law. At that, Ontario will 
not be abreast of other provinces where 
a working week of 44 hours is common 
prapiace, with or without compulsion of 

aw. 
However, Ontario and Quebec, though 
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the most heavily industrialized of the pro- 
vinces, have not led the way in humanizing 
labor legislation, and a 48 hour week may 
be as far as the minister thinks Ontario 
employers are willing to go. This perhaps 
was what Mr. Daley had in mind when he 
said “In a labor agreement that deals with 
human endeavor, there has to be something 
more than the written word of the legisla- 
ture. There must be good-will.” 

How the Ontario manufacturer—who is 
the big figure in industry in that province 
—will meet the new conditions is a matter 
of importance. Whether he will accept 
the change courageously and expand em- 
ployment, or become frightened and _ re- 
strict his operations, must have a good 
deal to do with the situation in the post- 
war years. 

One point seems clear. The more uni- 
form labor laws are made in all the prov- 
inces the less employers in any province 
will be inclined to hold back from expand- 
ing their operations and creating more 
jobs. Since one man cannot be compelled 
to employ another, this question of bring- 
ing labor legislation and conditions into 
line all across the Dominion is a subject 
which the provincial authorities should 
take into account.

Modern Finance Is Outmoded Relic of 19th Century @ 


Orthodox Experts Reveal |

It cannot 
be denied that the British peer has 
a notable record of public service, 
bused on practical experience in 
commerce and industry as well as| 
in war: so the negative comment is 
that be is no expert in finance. 
The record of many so-called ex- 
perts has been so discredited in the 
years since the last war, few men 


with modern business experience 
would hold it against Lord Sempill | 
that he cannot be classed among 
the orthodox authorities of debt 
finance, As he has well said: 


Our economic theories were for- 
mulated under the influence of eco- 
nomists of the last and earlier cen- 
turies. The application of science 
to industry has brought about, in an 
incredibly short space of time, the 
greatest revolution in the whole 
course of human history in the fun- 
damental facts upon which all our 
economic thought is based. 

While the modern industrial | 
world has evolved from scarcity in- 
to an age of plenty, the 19th century | 
system of debt finance has resisted | 
reform. It alone has continued to 
operate with no fundamental depar- 
ture from the restrictive limitations 
of the earlier times of scarcity.

Into Edmonton's Blood Donors 
Clinic, which located in the

basement of McDougall Church, go} 
persons from all walks of life— 
husky truck drivers, smartly gown- 
ed matrons, soldiers, sailors and 
airmen, boys and girls from uni- 
versity classrooms, policemen, fire- | 
men, the halt and the lame, the 
rich and the poor, 

A blind young man in the east is 
the champion blood donor to date. 
He has given seventeen pints so 
far, and wishes bitterly he could 
see that he might fight. Blind per- 
sons, trying to find a way to help 
in the war effort, are among the 
most faithful donors, 

The nurses remember little stor- 
ies about some of the donors, They 
remember a lawyer and his wife 
who came in one morning demand- 
ing an immediate appointment, A | 
few hours before the couple had 
received the telegram informing 
them that their only son had been 
killed in action. They were seek- 
ing relief in the satisfaction of 
providing blood for other people's 
sons. 

By far the majority of donors are 
ordinary people with no particular 
story about them. Most of them | 
have relatives or friends in service | 
and they want to be sure there will 
be plasma available if the ones they 
are most interested in need it, 


Satisfaction 


In giving blood the donors exper- 
ience a deep emotional satisfaction, 
If you have not experienced it 
yourself, you can sense it by watch-} 
ing the donors as they leave the 
clinic. They gaze with approval on 
one another. Often they become 
chatty and as suddenly intimate as 
a group of guests leaving a party. 
Outside they call good-byes to one 
another and, as they separate and 
walk away in ones and twos and 
threes, they look cheerful,

Three to five hours before going 
to the clinic eat a substantial meal. 
Following this, do not take any- 
thing but fruit juice or clear tea or 
coffee. Sugar may be used, but milk 
or cream should be omitted. 

After your temperature and blood 
pressure has been taken and a drop 
of blood drawn from your finger 
and tested for coagulation, and the 


| results satisfactory, you are ready to 


give your blood. You lie on a table 
while a doctor cleans your arm, 
gives you a tiny shot of novococaine 
and inserts the needle. It seems-but 
a minute before some one is sug- 
gesting that you hold up your arm 
until the puncture stops bleeding. 
You then step into the next room} 
for your refreshments of hot butter- 
ed toast with either tea or coffee, 


Processing 
The blood is put into big bottles | 
the laboratories. These big} 


bottles are put on centrifuges and | 


whirled 2,500 revolutions a second. | 
That sends all the white and red cor- 
puscles to the bottom of the bottle, 
leaving the clear plasma on top.| 
The plasma is drained back into 
pint bottles, decanted and frozen. 
A vacuum pump, applied to the! 
frozen plasma, pumps out the moist- | 
ure, leaving a yellowish-white 
lumpy powder, 

To pack plasma for the batile-| 
fields the Red Cross puts a pint 
bottle of the powder, rubber tubing, | 
double-pointed needles and a} 
clamp into one hermetically sealed | 
can and a bottle of triple distilled | 
water into another. The two cans | 
are placed in a 12x14 inch box and | 
this the Medical Corps carries into 
action, 

The cans are opened with old- 
fashioned sardine-can keys. One! 
needle is plunged into the rubber 
top of the plasma bottle, another 
into the rubber top of the water 
and through a connecting | 
hose the water flows into the pow: | 
der, creating a plasma immediately | 
ready for use. Then, through other 
needles and tubes, the plasma is| 
sent into the veins of the injured | 


man. The clamp is used to regulate 
the flow. 

Most serious wounds bring in 
their wake a state of shock. In its 
extreme form the soldier may be 
semi-conscious, his forehead and 
palms covered wiih cold perspir- 
ation, his pulse so weak that it can- 
not be felt at the wrist. After the 
administration of plasma the color 
comes back into his cheeks, he re- 
gains control of himself and he 
may rise and walk to the hospital. 

Research has yet to show exactly 
what happens to a man in shock. 
Apparently the nerves lose control 
of the blood vessels. Pressure drops} 
low and the heart, brain and other 
orgens do not receive enough blood. 
The introduction of plasma into the 
veins restores the pressure and sets 
the system working again, At least 
that is the current theory. 

So don’t let it be said that our ser- 
vicemen died because of the lack 
of plasma, Make your appointment 
today.

Under this 
advice, the civilized world contin- 
ued through year after year of 
chronic depression to drift toward

Men of vision in the business 
world outside of the hierarchy of 
finance, repeatedly warned of the 
consequences of this fatal drift, The 
Southampton Chamber of Com- 
merce said in a report om the eco- 
nomic crisis: 

Never in the history of mankind 
have the opportunities for human 
advancement been greater and it is 
probable that never has mankind 
been threatened by such over- 
whelming disaster as at the pres- 
ent time. With a civilization built 
upon a fundamentally faulty eco- 
nomoe structure it would seem dis- 
aster is inevitable in the absence of

The fate of the world for the next 
four or five hundred years will be 
settled probably within the next 
| five years. This is not merely my 
| view. It is the view of many who 
hold widely divergent views from 
mine, 

While people were denied the 
purchasing power to buy goods the 
League of Nations issued a stlate- 
ment to say “the world has nearly 

2% years’ supply of most goods in 
hand,” 

Lord Stamp, a high financial au- 
thority, reflected expert opinion 
when he said, during a survey of 
Canada’s overflowing storage of 
wheat, that a crop failure could be 
welcomed as an act of God, 

Under expert advice, 200,000 head 
of Dutch cattle were slaughtered 
and destroyed at the rate of 4,000 a 
| week, During August, 1933, in a hot 
and rainless month, 1% million 
oranges were dumped into the sea 
near Liverpool. Restrictions on tea 
and sugar production were applied 
under the plans of financial limita- 
tion. The United States and Canada 
paid farmers to refrain from grow- 
ing wheat. Millions of acres were 
thrown out of cultivation 

Experts persuaded poor Mr 
Chamberlain to keep on trying to 
balance the budget—as they did to 
finance ministers in Canada—when 
the national credit should have 
been drawn upon without stint in 
preparedness of war. They also ar- 
gued that Germany would never be 
able to last because of the Nazi de- 
parture from the 19th century 
methods of finance. 

It is nothing to the discredit of 
any leader of opinion, or captain of 
jindustry, to be at variance with the 
experts of debt finance, It is rather 
evidence of being aware that this 
is the middle period of the 20th 
century.

It is fair to deduce from 
the course of events since these 
designations that they were 
armed with the authority to put 
into effect principles air war- 
fare to which practically all air- 
men subscribe. 

We may. judge that it was real- 
ized, after years of delay, that air- 
men should be allowed to com- 
mand air power in fact and not 
only in form. The first thing that 
General Spaatz did was to concen- 
trate his available forces against 
the enemy’s air power, and par- 
ticularly against the Fighter Com- 
mand. We are now witnessing the 
brillant results. 


COMMAND OF AIR 


You can destroy all the

MISTAKES OF VALUE 


Some three years ago, in writing 
“Victory Through Air Power,” 
declared that the mistakes made 


by the Germans in the Battle of | 


Britain would be of value to us, 
provided we understood them and 
avoided repeating them ourselves. 


“The student of aerial warfare,” I, 


wroie, “can discern the nature of 
the German errors and, therefore, 
how they can be avoided and how 
to score a decision through 
power.” 

One of these mistakes was their 
fallacious selection of targets in 
Britain: 

“Those thousands of planes and 
pilots invested in striking at Lon- 
don might have been expended 
more intelligently against key in- 
dustrial centres; against production 
units of the aviation industry, es- 
pecially those related to the fighter 
command, such as the Rolls Royce 
and Hurricane plants; and, in gen- 
jeral, 
of the air force. That would have 
amounted to a double-barrelled 
jattack on the opposing air power, 
eliminating it simultaneously in the 
air and on the ground.” 

Until recently we made the 
equivalent mistake. But at present 
the key German target

| body with required life material

' materials. Its presence is life, ab- 
sence is death. An efficient cir- 
culation is the paramount condi- 
| tion of life and all its marvelous 
functions. 
| The theory that the heart propels 
the blood is only partly true. If 
the heart did all the pumping of 
the blood through the miles of ar- 
teries, capillaries and veins, it 
would have to exert a much greater 
| propulsive power than it does. 

The office of the heart is really 
to regulate, cut off and measure 
the blood, and to start it on its way 
by a vigorous contraction, Of 
course, such regular working of the | 
heart muscle requires considerable | 
power, but its main office is regu- 
latory, not propulsive. 

If the heart does not do all of| 
the pumping of the blood, what} 
then does generate the tremendous 
power necessary to propel the blood 
through the system? Part of the| 
answer lies in the vasomotor ner-| 
vous control over the blood vessels. 
The vasomotor nerves have the 
power of controlling the caliber of} 
the vessels, having the ability to| 
cause the vessels to dilate or con- 
tract.

66 Die in Auto 
Accidents in 1943 


There were 66 persons killed in 
automobile accidents in Alberta in 
1943, an increase of one over 1942} 
figures, it is stated in the annual re- 
port of the provincial secretary's 
department, which has been tabled 
in the Legislature. Twenty-three of 
these fatalities occurred in cities, 
as follows: Edmonton, 14; Calgary, 
seven, and Medicine Hat, two. Thir- 
teen of the deaths resulted from ac- 
cidents at railroad crossings. 

During 1948, there were 1,872 
automobile accidents in the pro- 
vince, where property damage was | 
in excess of $25, compared to 2,373 
in 1942. A total of 827 persons were 
injured in the accidents, compared 
to 1,170 in 1942, . 

Eighteen persons were sentenced 
to jail in 1943 for being intoxicated 
while in charge of an automobile. 
In 1942, the number was 48. 

During 1943, there were 2,477 con- 
victions in Alberta under the Vehi- 
cles and Highway Traffie Act; 208 
under the Munitions and Supply 
Act, and 307 under the Criminal 
Code. The infractions against the 
Munitions and Supply Act are cakes 
of “speeding.”
